Teachers Ask $4.00. 


Hike In Minimum 


The Andover Teachers Assn, 
came to the School Committee 
Tuesday with a pay hike proposal 
that would set the bachelor’s mini= 
mum at $5,400 up $400 over the 
figure in the schedule voted last 
year, Requested was a $700 in- 
crease for teachers at the 
bachelor’s maximum, now $8,000, 

Nearly a dozen representatives 
of the association were on hand, 
hopeful that the committee would 
bring them into a discussion of 
1966 pay plans, Supt, Edward I, 
Erickson advised the policy 
makers to do just that, and he was 
supported by Committeeman Wil- 
liam A, Doherty, 

Other members of the committee, 
however, took the position that the 
board should not talk salaries with 
the teachers until they had heard 
the superintendent’s pay recome= 
mendations, Erickson was asked 
to present his proposals at the 
next meeting, Nov, 16, He was 
reminded by one member that 
according to salary procedures 


established after last year’s salary 
hassle, his recommendations were 
due at the first meeting in Novem= 
ber, 

In the discussion, Supt, Erickson 
said he feels it is not ‘‘fair to the 
teachers and the committee’’ to 
hear his proposals first, In later 
comment, member Virginia Cole 
was adamant in her objection to 
this line of reasoning, Taking the 
position that the association should 
do its initial ‘negotiating’? with 
Erickson, Mrs. Cole pointed out 
that ‘‘In industry a union negotiates 
with the administration, not the 
board of directors,”* 

One spokesman for the associa= 
tion reports that to date the 
teachers’ group has had no advance 
hint of what Erickson has in mind 
for a salary schedule, The group 
leveled the same ‘‘secrecy”’ cri= 
ticism at the School Committee 
sub-committee which handled pre= 
paration of the 1965 schedule, New 
procedures make the development

His Red China series, published 
by the Newsday Syndicate, scored 
a great ‘“‘first’? in American 
journalism, 

The success of this Red China 
journey in 1964 was the pay-off 
for initiative and five years’ per= 
sistence in trying to breach the 
Bamboo Curtain, Traveling 2,000 
miles within Chinese borders, he 
talked with factory workers, come 
missars, women and children, en= 
countering a harsh totalitarian 
existence, He found himself right 
on the spot when Red China 
triumphantly announced its first 
nuclear explosion and when jubila- 
tion broke out in Peking over the 
news of Khrushchev’s fall, 

Born in London, England, in 
1930, Michael Cope began re= 
porting current history at the early 
age of 11 with a series of school 
boy essays in his native Britain 
where he was on the receiving end 
of Adolf Hitler’s efforts to beat 
down the British people through a 
systematic campaign of air raids. 

From there, when he had grown 
up a bit, Cope went on to report 
from a score of datelines around 
the world; Cairo(where he covered 
the over throw of Egypt’s late 
King Farouk), Khartoum, Addis 
Ababa, Cyprus, Malta, Korea and 
Singapore before he was released 
from the British Army News Unit 
to complete his studies at the 


London School of Journalism in

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An Appealing Objective 

Monday’s Andover Educational Conference will present 
the public with the opportunity for a two-way discussion 
of what is ahead for education. 

A Harvard expert will describe the future as he sees it 
and in talk-groups, the people will air personal opinions 
about what education ought to be and do. 

It is a venture that should be widely supported ina 
town which watches educational matters with such inten- 
sity. It will serve the dual purpose of exposing arm chair 
Superintendents to some free, expert advice and giving 
citizens a chance to throw their own ideas about educa- 
tion into the hopper. 

The conference is intended to shed some light on what 
brand of education it will take to prepare young people 
for an increasingly technical world. It will not be a major 
function of the gathering to determine how that end is to 
be achieved, but it is the ‘‘how”’ that should be of prime 
concern here. In a town where the school committee 
forces progress by usurping administrative powers on the 
one hand and impedes it by indulging in internal bickering 
on the other, the means to the end cannot be ignored, 

It is comforting and encouraging to learn, via reports of 
a New York state study on Educational Leadership, that 
the malady which afflicts our school System is not un- 
common in the country’s more than 28,000 school dis- 
tricts, and that cures are being proposed. 

Theoretically school board members are supposed to 
function like university trustees or corporate policy 
makers, keeping free of the leadership role assigned to 
professional administrators. In practice, more often than 
not apparently, things get out of whack. 

Part of the fault, says the New York Times’ Fred 
Hechinger in Summarizing the report of a high-level 

advisory committee to the New York State Board of Re- 
gents, is the mass of state laws which make school board 
members responsible for such administrative chores as 
approving personnel appointments (even those of teachers), 
vouching for textbooks, passing judgment on educational 
methods and innovations and putting their signatures to 
contracts and purchases, 

Why else have school boards become entangled in non- 
policy activities? Because there has been a ‘“‘lack of 


effective leadership among professional administrators — 
the superintendents and their staffs.’’ Says the Times: 
“Deficiency in executive leadership sets off a vicious 
circle; board members feel that they must provide a sub- 
Stitute and this; in turn, dulls the administrator’s habit of 


command. In the worst Situations, this leads to buck- 
passing and inaction’. 


After a long look at school 
the New York committee has proposed these key reforms: 

1) Repeal of laws which give school policy makers 
responsibility for functions that are the proper concern of 
school superintendents. 

2) Establishment of a screening or nomination procedure 
for prospective candidates which would result in the office 
seeking the qualified man rather than vice versa, 

3) Improved procedures for the selection of superintend- 
ents. Suggested is that men of broad leadership qualifica- 
tions should be eligible for Superintendents’ jobs, even if 
they have come up through other than school administra- 
tive channels. 

The overall objective is one that should have local 
appeal: to get laymen out of school administration and to 
make superintendents and their professional staffs ac- 


countable for the quality and success of the schools’ 
operations.
